CIUB FINANCIAL AND RUNNING CONDITION EXCELLENT, 
PRESIDENT DALY REPORTS AT LAST BOARD MEETING 
Administration's Economies Effected With 
No Curtailment of Club Services. 


The Overseas Press Club is today in good, sound financial condition, President JOHN DALY 
reported at the March 25 meeting of the Board of Governors. In place of a $4,000 deficit, with 
which the previous fiscal year ended, the treasury is expected ta show an excess of income over 
expenditures of approximately $6,000 when the current fiscal year closes. 

Such financial stability involved cutting expenditures and increasing income during the 
past year. It was nevertheless attained with no sacrifice of Club services or activities, the 
President said. Expenses for the year, as of February 29, 1952, were $3,050.88 less than for 
the same period of 1950-51. Correspondingly, income was $7,912.13 higher. This remarkable re- 
covery was possible, without imparing the Club's normal operations under the leadership of 
Secretary-Treasurer Joseph J. Wurzel, whose vigilance and resourcefulness were invaluable during 
wh was a period of crisis; because of work done by the previous administration which finally 
bore fruit after it had gone out of office; and through the diligence of 1951-52 Committees and 
their Chairmen in the performance of their duties. Together with the courageous action taken by 
the previous board, in raising dues and initiation fees, all combine to produce the good finan- 
cial and running order of the Club as it stands today. 

Among investments for the future, the President listed the reserve fund in the Bowery 
Savings Bank, which totals $8,651.50, including interest; recently completed arrangements under 
which Members in good standing can take out insurance at low rates; Clubrooms that have been im- 
proved and made more attractive by alterations and new furnishings. 

"The Club has total assets today valued at $15,379, of which $12,599 is in cash," the Presi- 
dent concluded. "But most important of all, we believe, is that wehave established a procedure, 
based on experienced, for living within income. This should stand us in good stead for a long 
time to come."
